Call to Order: Robert Botterio presiding; with commissioners Jane Becker, JoAnn Robinson, Eric Stange, and Michael 
Ruderman attending. Also, Andrew McKee to discuss a project (see below). 

Minutes of 4 September 2001: approved. 

Communications from Mr. Botterio: 

Determinations were made that the following projects would not constitute 25% of the public facade: stained glass 
windows at 71 Claremont Avenue, front porch replacement at 7-9 Acton Street, and new roof and wooden gutters 
at 418 Massachusetts Avenue. 

Mr. Andrew McKee presented sketches and pictures of a proposed addition to his home at 30 Academy Street (f.k.a. 
20 Pelham Terrace); we will schedule a formal hearing for the next meeting to consider the work. 

Town Day sales of historical materials netted $196, which Mr. Boterio proposes we donate to a relief fund for the 
victims of September 11; moved, and approved. 

All commissioners, with the exception of Mr. Stange, need to contact the Town Manager, if they have not done so, to 
confirm their desire to continue serving on this commissioner, and to have their names submitted to the Selectmen 
for re-appointment.
